Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 4/28/08 
has been entered. 

Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claim 1 has been amended to require that the base oil does not contain ester oil. 
This amendment overcomes the rejection over Yokouchi, which requires an ester oil 
component in the base oil. Minami (JP 8-176578) discloses a grease with at least 20% 
of an alkyldiphenyl ether oil and not containing an ester oil, but also discloses a specific 
rust preventing agent that it not sodium sebacate. One of ordinary skill in the art 
therefore would not be motivated to replace the rust preventive of Minami with sodium 
sebacate. Newly added claim 15 overcomes the prior art for the same reasons.
